.warned Euko'.vski and the 11 other jurors 
to avoid discussing the case and not to 
read or listen to anything about it until 
all the evidence rvas presented in court. 
Judge Hoffman specificaily rvarned the 
jurors not to read magazine or news- 
paper articles about krebiozen. 

I'-.'evertheioss, Bukowski violated his 
trust by bringing magazine articles on 
krebiozen i.nto the jury rcom and read- 
ing those articles lo other jurors. In ad- 
dition, during the trial; he atte,n':bd a 
convention where krebiozen was dis- 
cussed favorabiy. 

.4nd the then U.iited State.? district at- 
tor.ney prosecuting the cas-o, I b.elievcd 
that Eukewsi-d’s violation of his oath as 
a jiu'or was tl;e principal cause of the 
defendants’ acquittal. 

.Mo man has a more nwesorne or 
sacred responsibility than a juror's obe- 
dionco to his oath. In fact, the promise 
of a juror to judge a caso on the ba.sis 
of ev.;.';oncQ and the 'iaiv as given him 



by the court rather than on the basis of 
prejudice is t'ns very foundation of -our 
jury system. Bukowski b-etrayed that 
system and thereby cheated both parties 
to that important case.
